Sparks From Mark 
Introduction to the Lectionary’s 
Proclamation of the Gospel according to 
Luke (final , part 4) 

Another example of the Lectionary’s 
distinctive approach is found in the infancy 
stories. Luke presents the annunciation and 
birth of Jesus alongside the annunciation and 
birth of John the Baptist: the two annunciations 
and two births are presented back to back. 
John’s stories first, then those of Jesus. Luke 
goes to great lengths to show how 
extraordinary John is and then he shows how 
Jesus is even greater. This is key to Luke’s 
understanding of Jesus in the history of 
salvation. Yet the Sunday Lectionary includes 
none of the stories about John, for the paschal 
mystery is embodied in Jesus, not in his 
esteemed forerunner. In Jesus the compassion 
and mercy of God find their fullest expression. 

Though the Lectionary’s selection of readings 
is chosen to unfold the paschal mystery, it is 
selective in developing some of his favorite 
themes (mercy, compassion, salvation, prayer) 
but not others (the Passion predictions, the 
centrality of the Temple). It is careful to 
include all fourteen parables that only Luke 
recounts, as well as events unique to Luke, for 
example, the stories of Martha and Mary ( 
Sunday 16C), Zachaeus (Sunday 31C), and the 
disciples on the road to Emmaus (Easter 
Sunday). With only one exception, the 
Lectionary for year C does not repeat any 
parable which is proclaimed in year A 
(Matthew) or year B (Mark); and with so many 
parables found only in Luke, the Lectionary 
only once gives Luke’s version of a parable 
which is also found in one of the other 
Gospels. All of this is to point out that the 
Lectionary is conscious of the three-year cycle 
of gospels, carefully avoiding undue repetition 
and taking advantage of the distinctive material 
in each of the three Synoptic Gospels. 
Because of the three-year architecture of the 
Lectionary, repeated events or stories can be 
omitted even if they are central to an individual 
Gospel’s structure or theme. On the other 
hand, by repeating certain stories in each of the 
three years (e.g., Peter’s profession of faith: 
Sundays 21 A, 24B, 12C; the feeding of the 
five-thousand: Sundays 18A, 17B, Body and 




























Blood of Christ, CO, the Lectionary draws 
attention to those passages which are of particular 
significance to the Church. Which brings us back 
to an important point: the Gospel serves the 
liturgy, and the liturgy does not serve the Gospel. 
What is paramount is the paschal mystery. 
Though there may be a variety of ways to 
approach it, there is only one paschal mystery. 
The Gospel according to Luke is this year’s guide 
to our entering more deeply into the dying and 
rising of Jesus.
